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COMPANY MEETING 
LONDON MIDLAND AND SCOTTISH RAILWAY 


LORD STAMP ON WAR-TIME DIFFICULTIES 

The Eighteenth Annual General Meeting of the 
London Midland and Scottish Railway Company was 
held at Friends House, Euston Road, London, N.W.1, 
on Friday, 7 March 1941. 


The Rt. Hon. Lord Stamp, G.C.B., G.B.E., Chairman 

of the Company, who presided, said :— 
INCREASES IN CHARGES 

Under the Railways Act, 1921, the general level of 
charges was settled from time to time by the Railway 
Rates Tribunal, who had to fix charges at such a level 
as would yield, so far as practicable, the Standard 
Revenue. In practice this placed upon the railways the 
responsibility of explaining their views on charges 
although the responsibility for the revisions rested with 
the Tribunal. In losing these rights the railways gave 
up a great deal. The financial agreement with the 
Government took their place. 

When the Minister of Transport took control at the 
outbreak of war under the emergency legislation, this 
statutory charging system and with it all our respon- 
sibility for it, was suspended. In lieu of it the Minister 
was empowered to give directions authorising additions 
to the charges of public utility undertakings, including 
a railway. 

The railways were specifically excluded from the 
Compensation (Defence) Act, and the Government 
required the remuneration of the railways, which were 
under the Minister’s control and were acting under his 
directions, to be on the basis of net earnings, subject 
to the partnership of the Government in earnings over 
a certain range, and the guaranteed minimum payments. 
This basis was essentially dependent, if it was to be a 
just one in practice, upon the arrangements for the 
adjustment of charges in place of the system suspended, 
and, as part of the Government scheme as a whole, 
the railways were informed that the Government would 
give a definite undertaking that rates, fares and charges 
would be adjusted promptly to meet variations in 
working costs due to new levels in wages rates and prices 
of materials and operation under war conditions, in- 
cluding the cost of meeting war damage up to a maximum 
of £10 millions per annum for all the railways and loss 
of earning power of the London Passenger Transport 
Board. 

The working arrangements, to complete this part of 
the Government plan were, first, a direction to the 
tailway Executive Committee, who are the Minister’s 
agents for the exercise of his control, to estimate the 
increased costs as defined and to recommend how they 
should be met ; secondly, the Minister, with or without 
prior reference to the advisory committee appointed 
for the purpose, was to direct the alterations he con- 
sidered appropriate. 

It is thus not true to say, as some are fond of doing, 
that the “rapacious” (!) railways are demanding 
increascs—these are the automatic result of provisions in a 
financial scheme for which the Government were respon- 
sible. We have no voice either as to the time or scope or 
how this is done, and at no stage are the railway com- 
panies as such consulted on new charges. The respon- 
sibility rests entirely with the Minister to apply the 
arrangement as an integral part of the agreement made 
in February 1940. But let it not be supposed that any 
other method would dodge the necessity for increases, 
unless the railway user is to be publicly subsidised, for 
costs of all materials have risen substantially, the 
difficulties of working are very great and the wage bill 
is much increased. The money to meet these does not 
come out of the blue, and the mere increase of traffic at 
the old rates would not suffice to meet the increased cost. 

There has been much loose talk suggesting that 
increased traffic charges have caused inflation. The 
short facts are that about 5 per cent. of the traftic 
receipts in the 16 months of control represent increased 
charges and that at the present time the yield from all 


increases is about 12} per cent. When this is compared 
with the increase of 26 per cent. in the cost of living 
from 1 September 1939 to 1 January 1941 the absurdity 
of this suggestion is obvious, and comparison of actual 
increases in retail prices of commodities illustrates this, 
Further, if we look at the prices we pay for commodities 
we use compared with those on which the pool is based, 
we find increases of 41 per cent. in coal, 80 per cent. in 
steel rails, 183 per cent. in sleepers, 83 per cent. in pigiron, 
and I must add a decrease of 1 per cent. in cement. 

There is obviously a substantial lag in implementing 
this part of the agreement for the period from 1 Sep- 
tember 1939 to 31 December 1940, but I cannot convert 
it into terms of net revenue for the controlled under. 
takings as a whole and from that into the effect on the 
net revenue of the L. M. 8. for 1939 and 1940. I can 
only say that the financial results for 1940 do not repre- 
sent your full rights under the agreement. 


THE WORKING OF THE YEAR 

It is quite impossible for me to give you a review of 
railway affairs on the usual lines, for our system is 
such an integral part of the war effort that information 
about nearly every feature of it ought not to be made 
public, because it may give something of use to the 
enemy. The extra work done by the railway has been 
very heavy. Iam not at liberty to tell you much about 
it in detail. It cannot be measured by mere tonnage, 
because unaccustomed routes and distances have been 
so prevalent. The loaded wagon miles are the best 
measure we can give and these show an increase of 
184 per cent. over 1939 (the heaviest increase being for 
coal and minerals) and 31 per cent. over the last pre-war 
year. Measured against the highest previous goods 
traffic in our history, the increase in work done was 
12 per cent. against a decrease in net revenue of 17 per 
cent. In that year (1924), indeed, we earned £5,300 ,000 
on our Ordinary Stock, and in 1940 £1,500,000. 


DIFFICULTIES OF WORKING UNDER WAR 
CONDITIONS 

There were three chief events affecting our operations : 
The snowstorms and blizzards with fog in January, and 
particularly at the end, were the worst in living memory. 
In three days lines were blocked at 313 places, in the 
aggregate for 48,000 hours. The weather caused an 
extensive hold-up of industry and, in particular, of the 
lifting of coal from the pits, which largely contributed 
to the shortage of coal experienced for many months. 
A quick recovery was made, and by the end of February 
normality had been reached, and in the succeeding 
months of the year successive highest levels of traffic 
were recorded. It will interest you to learn that except 
during the ice period, in each month we moved a sub- 
stantially greater number of loaded wagon miles than 
in the high traffic year of 1929 and had an overall increase 
compared with that year of 246 million miles—an 
increase averaging 28,000 each hour of every day. 

So far as enemy activity was concerned, for the first 
12 months we learned to carry on in spite of black-out 
difficulties, but the beginning of intense enemy activity 
brought its special problems—the slower speeds imposed 
during alerts, the extinguishing of lights during raids, 
and actual damage meant slower transits. But the 
resilience and recovery have been remarkable. 

Special traffic, involving, as it does, the use of unusual 
routes, has naturally put great strain on the normal 
facilities of all the Companies involved in its carriage 
and has needed great flexibility in our respective 
organisations and often very circuitous routes to cope 
with it. Allegations are sometimes made that blocks 
in working are due to jealousies between the Companies. 
{ can assure you that these charges are absurd, and 
harmonious through working is adopted to the full. 
We exchange stores and stock, and take each other's 
trains without regard to any individual interest.

Food and Tobacco.—The index for cereals recorded 
a fall in February of about 1 per cent., this decline being 
due to lower prices for barley (3 to 4 per cent.). English 
eggs were seasonally cheaper (16 per cent.), this being 
the only change to exceed 1 per cent. in the meat, 
fish and eggs group. There were a number of small 
changes in the other food and tobacco group, the main 
increases being in respect of oranges (6 per cent.), 
coffee (44 per cent.), apples (4 per cent. as from 17 
February), and potatoes (14 per cent.). Tea was 
slightly cheaper than in January. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The cotton 
group showed a rise in February of about 2 per cent. ; 
cloth prices advanced by 34 to 5} per cent., and American 
yarns by 1 to 1} per cent., but raw cotton prices were 
on the average rather lower. A rise of nearly 2 per cent. 
was recorded for the miscellaneous group, but most of 
this was due to increases occurring in January. The 
price of laths rose as the cheaper imported product 
had to be replaced by laths made of home-grown 
timber, and rubber prices averaged about 3 per cent. 
more than in January. Coal and iron and steel prices 
were unchanged in February, except that imported 
iron ore was dearer. The price of tin rose about 3 per 
cent. In the wool group alpaca yarn was about 4 per 
cent. dearer and the fall in other textiles was mainly

due to lower prices for Manila hemp (23 per cent.) and 
dry spun linen line yarn (a 9 per cent. decrease being 
prescribed as from 20 February for the description 
included in the index). In the chemicals and oils group 
there were some small increases, but most of the rise 
was due to price increases in January. 


Percentage Changes.—The following table shows in 
5 per cent. ranges the increases and decreases among the 
price averages for food and industrial materials :-—

LICENCE FOR THE TEMPORARY SUPPLY OF 
REFRIGERATING MACHINERY AND PLANT 
A licence has been issued whereby The Crowthorn 
Engineering Company, Limited, may supply service 
equipment to any person carrying on a business in which 
refrigerating machinery or plant is used, during such 
time as refrigerating machinery or plant belonging 
to that person is being repaired, reconditioned or 
replaced. 
Accordingly, individual licences for the above Com- 
pany to supply such equipment in these circumstances 
will not be required. 


IMPORT LICENSING 
RAW RUBBER AND CARBON BLACK 
Notice To Importers No. 120 


The Board of Trade announce that the Open General 
Licence permitting the import of carbon black from 
natural gas or acetylene from any country has been 
revoked, as from 13 March 1941. Individual import 
licences will not, however, be required for consignments 
of carbon black from natural gas or acetylene which can 
be shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise to have been dispatched to the 
United Kingdom before 13 March 1941, and which are 
imported into this country before 13 May 1941. 

As from 13 March 1941 the Open General Licence 
for raw rubber is amended to include crepe. The 
wording now reads, “ Rubber, raw, including crepe; 
rubber latex ; raw gutta percha and balata; but not 
including reclaimed and waste rubber.”

ORDER, 1941 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 9) Order (S.R. & O. 1941, No. 308, price 
1d.) which comes into force on 27 March 1941, by which 
the Export of Goods (Control) (No. 39) Order, 1940 
(see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 7 November 1940, 
page 284) as subsequently amended is further amended 
as follows :— 


(NO. 9) 


(i) Licences will, in future, be required to export the 
following classes of goods to all destinations :— 

Aluminium hollow-ware of a kind commonly used for domestic 
purposes. 

(Applications for licences to export aluminium hollow-ware 
will not, normally, be entertained, but where stocks are held 
under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) Orders, the 
Ministry of Aircraft Production are prepared to purchase 
such stocks at cost. Persons wishing to dispose of their 
stocks on this basis should apply to the Aluminium Control, 
Ministry of Aircraft Production, Southam Road, Banbury.) 
Aluminium sulphate. 

Candles, tapers, night-lights and bougies. 
Carnauba wax. 

Cassava (or tapioca) roots and meal or flour. 
Citric acid. 

Dextrine. 

Mineral waxes (all types).

SULPHURIC ACID CONTROL 


The Treasury have issued the Sulphuric Acid (Charges) 
(No. 1) Order, 1941 (S.R. & O. 1941, No. 274, price 1d.), 
which directs that a payment of 6s. 4d. per ton of 
Sulphuric Acid (70 per cent. basis) shall be made to the 
Minister of Supply (or as he may direct) in respect of 
all acid produced in the United Kingdom. The sum 
obtained will be used to meet increased cost of freights 
on imported raw materials, any abnormal costs of 
distribution of acid, and other contingencies. 

The Order, together with Direction No. 2 (S.R. & O. 
1941, No. 275, price 1d.) under the Control of Sulphuric 
Acid (No. 2) Order, 1940 (see the “‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 2 May 1940, page 460) came into effect 
on 10 March 1941.

PAPER CONTROL 
NECESSITY FOR ECONOMY 


The Paper Controller, on behalf of the Ministry of 
Supply, feels it necessary to call attention to the need 
for economising to the greatest possible extent in the use 
of all kinds of paper, particularly in view of the urgent 
necessity of reducing the demands on shipping space 
for the importation of paper and paper-making raw 
materials. 

In the present circumstances paper can only be made 
available for what can be regarded as essential purposes 
and it will be necessary to restrict the quantities which 
are used, even for such purposes, as far as possible. 


It is felt that in many trades and usages further 
reduction in consumption could be made, and the 
Paper Controller is appealing through the trade press 
generally for such reductions to be effected, as far as is 
possible by the voluntary co-operation of consumers in 
general. It is pointed out that even though any 
consumer may hold sufficient stocks to enable consump- 
tion of paper at what must in the circumstances be 
regarded as an excessive rate to be continued for a time, 
the position is such that the stocks if so used cannot be 
replaced, and it is contrary to the National interest 
that such excessive consumption should in any event 
take place. 

In regard to paper and paper-board for wrapping 
purposes, restrictions are already operative under the 
provisions of the Control of Paper (No. 28) Order 1940 
(see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 14 November 
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1940, page 301), which provides, among other things, 
that no person shall use any greater quantity of paper 
wrapping or packing than is reasonably required for 
the protection of the goods, nor wrap or pack with paper 
any article which does not reasonably require such 
wrapping for its protection. 

The Ministry of Supply requires that these and other 
provisions of this Order must be rigidly enforced, and 
the attention of manufacturers, wholesale packers, 
retailers and the general public is drawn to their obliga- 
tions in this respect. 

A further point of the greatest importance is that all 
consumers of paper should endeavour to obtain it in 
the lightest possible weight or substance which can be 
made to serve their purpose. 


THE LIGHT METALS AND ALLOYS 
FABRICATION (No.1) ORDER, 1941 


The Minister of Aircraft Production has made The 
Light Metals and Alloys Fabrication (No. 1) Order, 1941 
(S.R. & O. 1941, No. 206, price 1d.) which came into 
force on 25 February 1941. 

The Order provides that no person may fabricate 
light alloys and light metals without a licence and that 
no licensed fabricator may dispose of his products 
except in accordance with the directions of the Minister.

Notice No. 78 (Goods chargeable with Purchase Tax) 
issued by the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
is being revised and reprinted, and copies of the new 
edition will shortly be sent to all registered traders.

affected. Various other changes have been made and 
traders who may be accountable for tax should give careful 
attention to the provisions of the new leaflet and note the 
position in regard to any articles with which they are 
concerned. 

DETERMINATION OF WHOLESALE VALUE 

Paragraphs 23, 24 and 25 in Notice No. 74, dated August 1940, 
have been expanded and re-issued as a separate Notice No. 79. 
This notice will be sent to all registered traders when available. 


LIABILITY DECISIONS 


The following decisions regarding the liability to tax of 
certain articles are published as supplementary to those already 
given in Notice No. 78. 


Class 9 (Hardware, Turnery, etc.).—Chargeable at the rate of 
33 per cent. :—Castors having a wheel or bowl not exceeding 
1} in. in diameter ; Domes of Silence. 


Class 22, Cinematograph Films.—Sub-standard cinematograph 
films which are produced in quantity for general sale, fall within 
Class 22 of the list of chargeable goods, and all copies of such 
films are therefore liable to tax. Any registered person making 
and selling cinematograph films will be accountable for tax, 
unless he can establish, in the case of any particular film, e.g., 
by satisfactory certificates from his customers, that no copies 
of the film are, or will be, available for general purchase. Thus 
a film which is made to the order of a sponsor will be chargeable 
with tax unless the sponsor can give an undertaking that no 
copies of the film will be sold. Films which will only be offered 
for hire by a recognised film library or other renter and will not 
be available on purchase, whether from that library or otherwise, 
are free of tax. This ruling supersedes previous decisions in 
regard to cinematograph films.

announced that these measures will come into force 
on 25 April 1941. 

The same date applies to the refusal of shipment to 
goods requiring a customs pre-entry which are insured 
with an enemy company.

CONCENTRATION OF PRODUCTION 
EXPLANATION OF THE GOVERNMENT'S 
PoLicy 


The President of the Board of Trade has met representatives 
of the trade press and explained to them the Government’s 
policy for concentrating production. To remove any possibility 
of misunderstanding he made it clear that the policy did not 
require the formulation of schemes for whole industries or 
sections of industries. Indeed, the delay involved in preparing 
such schemes would be a fatal obstacle to the achievement of 
the Government’s main objective, namely, a large measure of 
concentration of our resources in a short time. 


Once the degree of concentration has been settled in consulta- 
tion with the .industries concerned the Government urge 
individual firms themselves to tackle the matter without delay. 
There is no reason why an undertaking with three factories 
at work on a part-time basis should not play its part immediately 
by arranging to close down one of them, thereby concentrating 
production in two of them, assuming that this gives the required 
degree of concentration; nor is there any reason why three 
individual firms, small or large, should not take a similar action 
by arrangement among themselves. Such arrangements would, 
of course, be subject to the concurrence of the Ministry of 
Labour, on questions of labour, and of the Board of Trade. 
Once the arrangements are confirmed the firms will qualify 
immediately for the privileges to be given to “ nucleus ”’ firms. 
Those privileges include the following :— 

(a) The firm will be eligible for inclusion on the list of protected 
firms. This will result in a lower age of reservation for its 
workers than if it were not, and the fact that it is on the list 
will be taken into consideration in dealing with applications for 
deferment. 

(6) The Ministry of Labour will safeguard the labour require- 
ments of these firms in appropriate cases upon the recommenda- 
tion of the Board of Trade. 

(c) Government orders will as far as possible be given to these 
firms. 


(d) The Board of Trade will prevent the factories so far as 
possible from being requisitioned. 

(e) Help will be given to these firms to safeguard as far as 
possible their supplies of raw materials. :

WEATHER AND CROPS

paddy and dry crops is going on. Crops are unchanged. 

Central Provinces, 1 March.—The weather has been cloudy 
and wet with unwelcome rain. Slight damage was done to

juar and wheat. A very severe hailstorm in Betul and Chindwara 
damaged crops. Cotton-picking is being completed. 


Bihar, 3 March.—Light rain has fallen in Ranchi and Hazari- 
bagh. The crushing of sugarcane is going on. 


Orissa, 3 March.—There has been no rain except very light 
falls in Sambalpur. Linseed, mustard and sugarcane are 
thriving. 

Punjab, 3 March.—The weather has been dry, except for light 
rain in Multan. The condition of crops is unchanged. 


Bengal, 5 March.—The weather has been dry, except for light 
showers in places. More rain is needed for field operations and 
the growth of standing crops. 


Assam, 10 March.—The weather has been seasonable and 
prospects are fair. 


WueEat Crop 
Calcutta, 10 March.—The second All-India wheat forecast 
for the 1940-41 crop is 33,368,000 acres, an increase of 0-1 per 
cent. on the corresponding revised estimate for last year of 
33,338,000 acres, states the Department of Commercial Intelli- 
gence and Statistics. The condition of the crop is good.— 
Trade Commissioner for India in London. 


BRITISH MALAYA 
STRAITS RUBBER SHIPMENTS IN FEBRUARY 


An official cable states that ocean shipments from Singapore, 
Penang, Malacca and Port Swettenham in February were as

CANADA 

SURVEY OF BUSINESS CONDITIONS IN 1940 

Last year saw the largest production of goods and services 
in Canadian history and, as it drew to a close, found a great 
many industries operating at or near maximum capacity, 
states the ‘‘ Monthly Review of the Bank of Nova Scotia” 
(Toronto Office). The expansion was particularly pronounced 
in the latter part of the year, as the programme of war-time 
production gathered momentum and made its influence felt 
throughout the entire business structure. 


The index of employment in Canada (seasonally adjusted by 
the Bank) rose from 116 per cent. of the 1925-29 average on 
1 July to 126 per cent. on 1 December, and the latter figure 
compares with one of 109 per cent. at the outbreak of war. 
This represented an increase in the number of people employed 
since the war began of some 350,000, quite apart from the 
addition of some 200,000 men to the armed forces, and brought 
employment to much the highest level on record. 


Wak DEMANDS AND Export ORDERS 


The principal driving force behind the further marked upturn 
in economic activity was, of course, the mounting and urgent 
demands of war. The value of war contracts negotiated through 
Canadian purchasing bodies reached a grand total of 1,106 
million dollars at the close of 1940, and it appears that between 
80 and 90 per cent. of these orders were placed within Canada. 
Of this total some 689 million dols. were for Canadian account 
and about 417 million dols. for British account. Moreover, 
the value of war contracts has been increasing rapidly ; those 
awarded on Canadian account during the last quarter of 1940 
were valued at much the largest quarterly figure on record and 
added no less than 50 per cent. to the cumulative total of such 
orders. 


In addition to the influence of war orders Canadian business 
was stimulated by the larger demand for many export staples 
both from Britain and the United States. Increased exports 
accounted for the active condition of the forest industries in 
1940—in lumber the additional demand coming mainly from 
Britain, and in pulp and paper largely from the United States. 
Shipments of base metals, both to Britain and the United States, 
rose substantially, while exports of bacon to Britain were heavy 
and sales of furs and fish to the United States increased notably. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES 


The centre of the economic stage, the Review points out, 
is held by the manufacturing industries, where production and 
employment showed a greater increase in 1940 than in any 
previous year. Many industries, including most of those in the 
metal-working, machinery and chemical lines, are now at or 
near capacity and the huge programme of plant construction and 
extension is well under way. Up to the end of 1940 the Dominion 
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and British Governments had made commitments for enlarging 
Canada’s industrial capacity amounting to 307 million dols., 
about 80 per cent. of which was for plant and equipment to 
manufacture armaments, chemicals and explosives, and shells 
and bombs. Some of the new plant is in operation and when 
the present programme is completed it is expected to involve an 
annual production of over 800 million dols. 


The effects of this programme on Canadian industry are to be 
seen in the rapidly mounting demand for steel and steel alloys, 
for a variety of other metals and materials, for machine tools, 
and for electric power, and increasing production of such materials 
was supplemented by a large volume of imports from the United 
States, particularly of steel. The steel industry operated at 
full capacity; during the final quarter of 1940, output was 
546,000 long tons as compared with 447,000 tons a year earlier. 


The automobile industry was also exceptionally busy. Pro- 
duction amounted to 223,000 units during 1940, a total exceeded 
only in 1928 and 1929, and the outstanding development of the 
year was the heavy output of military vehicles. In the textile 
trades activity continued at record levels with further expansion 
reported in the garment lines and in woollen and rayon produc- 
tion. 


In regard to construction, contracts during the last half of 
1940 were more than double those of the same period in 1939, 
and for the whole year, at 346 million dols., they were 85 per 
cent. greater than the year before. This total is the largest 
since 1930, and the awards for industrial construction contained 
in it—which amounted to almost 122 million dols.—were 
much the greatest on record. In addition to the unpre- 
cedented amount of industrial work, military building was the 
other major factor in the expanding construction activity. 


AGRICULTURE 


For agriculture the year was one of plentiful production, 
though farm income for the country as a whole was only 2 per 
cent. higher than in 1939 and farm costs have recently shown 
some increase. The chief expanding items in farm income were 
receipts from livestock and dairy products and, while all areas 
of the country participated, the effects were most evident in 
Ontario and Quebec. On the other hand cash receipts from 
wheat were curtailed by the restrictions on marketings, and this 
explains the reduction of income in Manitoba and Saskatchewan, 
though in Alberta increased returns from livestock more than 
offset the effects of smaller wheat sales upon the total income of 
the Province. 


FOREIGN 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
FOREIGN AND HOME TRADE DEVELOPMENTS 


A prospect of further large-scale expansion in shipbuilding 
activity appeared when the President announced that the 
Government was planning to build about two hundred ships 
expected to cost between 300 million and 350 million dollars, 
and that 36 million dols. had already been allotted to the 
Maritime Commission to begin construction of shipyards. 
On 16 January the President asked Congress for an immediate 
appropriation of 313,500,000 dols. for the construction of the 
proposed vessels. This is in addition to the 1,209 million dols. 
made available for further naval expansion by two bills that 
have passed the House of Representatives. Even before these 
plans were announced, the National Council of American Ship- 
builders stated that the decision of Congress to provide for a 
two-ocean navy and the continued orders for commercial 
vessels by the Maritime Commission and by private 
interests had confronted the shipbuilding industry with the 
greatest task ever placed before it in peace-time, a task com- 
parable only to the enormous World War shipbuilding programme. 


Foreign trade reports continue to reflect war-time influences 
but show no general tendency toward further expansion. The 
volume of export traffic, other than grain, through Atlantic 
and Gulf ports was 41 per cent. greater in 1940 than in 1939, 
according to the Association of American Railroads; but 
traffic for the month of December alone was only about 1 per 
cent. above that of a year earlier. Exports as a whole in 
November were moderately smaller than in the preceding month 
but somewhat larger than in November 1939. Shipments to 
the United Kingdom and Canada failed to equal the October 
totals, while exports to other European and American countries 
were greater than in the preceding month—although, of course, 
exports to European countries other than the United Kingdom 
remained at an extremely low level. Exports to the United 
Kingdom accounted for 30 per cent., and those to the British 
Empire as a whole for 60 per cent., of all exports. 
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Trade and neni —Continued 
FURTHER ADVANCE IN INTERNAL BUSINESS 


The advance in business activity continued, with only a brief 
pause at the yearend. The Federal Reserve index of industria] 
production, seasonally adjusted, stood at a preliminary figure 
of 136 for December, marking a gain of 3 points over the Novem. 
ber level and an aggregate rise of 25 points from the year’s low 
in April. The seasonal recession occasioned by the holidays 
was less pronounced than usual in many lines and was followed 
by another broad advance that carried rates of operations in 
some branches of business to new peaks. 


Retail trade appears to have responded vigorously to the 
general business advance. Department store sales increased in 
December by approximately the usual seasonal amount, and 
the adjusted Federal Reserve index rose to 101 per cent. of the 
1923-25 average, as against 100 in November and 95 a year 
before. Business in the chain store field reached the greatest 
volume on record, with the index’ of ‘‘ Chain Store Age ”’ at 128 
per cent. of the 1929-31 average for the month, as compared 
with 120 in December 1939. Department store sales during the 
two weeks ended 11 January were 4 and 16 per cent., respec. 
tively, above the figures of a year ago. 


The level of wholesale commodity prices continued to rise 
gradually, and the weekly index in December of the Department 
of Labour reached the highest figure in three years, although 
it was only five fractional points above the level of the previous 
month and only seven fractional points above the figure reached 
shortly after the beginning of the war. The principal rise 
during December was in farm products, with smaller advances 
in most other groups.—‘‘ Guaranty Survey”? (Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York).

Commercial Treaties

VENEZUELA—UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 30 November 1939, giving par- 
ticulars of the Trade Agreement entered into between the 
United States of America and Venezuela, which entered pro- 
visionally into force on 16 December 1939, the Board of Trade 
have received copy of a notice issued to the press on 27 November 
1940 by the United States Department of State, which stated 
that the agreement would enter into full force on 14 December 
1940 as the result of the exchange on 14 November 1940 of the 
Proclamation of the President of the United States of America 
and the. instrument of ratification of the Government of the 
United States of Venezuela executed 24 July 1940. 

As stated in the previous notice, the Agreement will remain 
in force, subject to certain conditions, until 15 December 1942, 
and may continue in force indefinitely thereafter until six months 
after notice of termination has been given by either country. 


Customs Regulations 
and Tariff Changes 


BRITISH EMPIRE 
AUSTRALIA 
SALES TAX 

The Board of Trade have received copies of the Sales Tax 
Acts (Nos. 14 to 9A), 1940, and the Sales Tax Exemptions and 
Classifications Act, 1935-1940, which provide, on and after 
22 November 1940, for a general increase in the rate of Sales Tax 
and the removal of certain items from the schedule of goods 
previously exempted. 

The Sales Tax Exemptions Act, 1935-39, as amended by 
the Sales Tax (Exemptions and Classification) Act, 1935-1940, 
contains three schedules :— 

First Schedule.—List of goods exempted from payment of tax. 


Second Schedule.—Goods previously exempted but which are 
now subject to tax at the rate of 5 per cent.

This ruling became effective three weeks from the date of the

PROHIBITED IMPORTS—SILK HOSIERY 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded 
to the Board of Trade a copy of a Memorandum (W.M. No. 35, 
Supplement 1) dated 30 January, issued by the Dominion 
Department of National Revenue, which states that under the 
authority of Section 3, sub-section (1) (a) of the War Exchange 
Conservation Act, 1940, the importation into Canada of hosiery, 
composed wholly or in part of silk, from any country within 
the sterling area or Newfoundland, will be prohibited as from 
1 February 1941. 

No permits will be required for goods in transit to Canada on 
or before 1 February nor for goods bona side purchased prior to 
that date, and imported into Canada on or before 30 April 1941. 

The importation of hosiery from non sterling countries has 
already been prohibited as from 2 December 1940, under the 
War Exchange Conservation Act, 1940.

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
EXPORT DUTIES 

With reference to the notice which appeared under the above 
heading in the “ Board of Trade Journal’’ of 24 October 1940 
(pages 255-256), H.M. Consul General at Batavia has forwarded 
translations of Netherlands Indies Statutes Nos. 407 of 1 July 
1938, 66 of 8 February 1939, and 457 of 18 September 1940, 
which provide, respectively, for the exemption from payment of 
the defence export duty for iodide of copper “ Krosok ’’ and other 
leaf tobacco which is exported from Java and Nadoera, and 
copra. 

A further Statute No. 564 of 10 December 1940 provides for 
the exemption from payment of the defence export duty for 
palm oil and palm kernels, and, if manufactured from raw 
materials not produced by the respective industry, for coconut 
oil, copra cakes, copra flakes and copra meal. The continuation 
of the levy of the defence export duty after the expiration of 
1940 is provided for under Statute No. 549 of 6 December 1940. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS AND AMENDMENTS 

With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 14 March 1940 (page 296), H.M. 
Consul-General at Batavia has forwarded a translation of the 
Netherlands Indies Statute No. 550 of 1940 which provides 
for the continuance during the year 1941 throughout the entire 
customs territory of the Netherlands Indies of the existing

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
EXPORTATION OF MATERIALS ESSENTIAL TO 
NATIONAL DEFENCE 

With reference to the Notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 20 February 1941, (page 121 and 
previous notices, H.M. Representative at Washington has 
reported by telegraph that Presidential Proclamations of 25 
February added, as from that date, beryllium, graphite electrodes 
and aircraft, and as from 10 March, belladonna, atropine, sole 
leather, and belting leather, to the list of articles the export 
of which from the United States is prohibited except under 
licence.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for reference, 
and is available to any firm trading in goods manufactured 
in the United Kingdom upon personal or written application 
to the Department at New Public Offices, 99-103, St. Michael’s 
Road, Bournemouth. 

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as_ the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade products ; 
Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; openings 
for United Kingdom trade abroad ; general conditions prevailing 
in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles abroad ; 
nature and extent of foreign competition and suggestions 
for mecting it ; methods of distribution and marketing ; credit 
conditions; terms of payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and 
Colonial importers of United Kingdom goods ; firms or individuals 
considered suitable to act as representatives or agents for 
United Kingdom firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and 
Customs Regulations, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms 
of Certificates of Origin; regulations concerning commercial 
travellers ; Consular Invoices ; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas markets 
are recommended to call on the Department’s resident officers 
and to see that their own local representatives keep in touch with 
these officers. It ts to the advantage of all United Kingdom firms 
having Overseas agents to notify the respective Overseas officers 
of the Department of the names and addresses of such agents and 
to keep them informed of any changes that may lake place in thetr 
Overseas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goode who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, bat it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate the 
supply of information required. 

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the applicant 
may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Commissioners 
in the British Empire, and to the Commercial Diplomatic . 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is generally _ 
advisable to communicate in the first instance with the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 99-103, St. Michael’s Road, 
Bournemouth, as the information required is frequently already 
in the possession of the Department, and the delay involved 
in communicating with the officers abroad can therefore often 
be avoided. Should the information required not be available, 
the Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on 
the applicant’s behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries should 
clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries concerning which information is required ; 

(2) The precise kinds of goods ; and 

(3) The particular point in regard to which the information 
is sought. 

By following this method of making their enquiries as specific 
as possible applicants will materially assist the Department 
in its endeavour to supply the precise information required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 
Provision ror Protection Aagarnst Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 


Suort-Term CREDITS. 


The Department’s Comprehensive Guarantee, which covers 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months, ensures that in the event of his customers’ 
insolvency he will receive 75 per cent. (by special arrangement 
85 per cent.) of the debt guaranteed plus a proportionate share 
of all recoveries from the debtor’s estate. 
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For a supplementary premium an exporter can obtain an 
Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee protecting him 
not only against loss or delay due to the operation of exchange 
restrictions abroad, but also against the special risk of t-ansfer 
arising from war conditions abroad. 


In order to meet pre-shipment risks the Department offers, 
either as a supplement to the Comprehensive Guarantee or 
as a separate policy, cover against the risk of loss through 
the inability of the exporter to ship owing to insolvency of 
the buyer or the imposition of import regulations, or war, 
or the like catastrophe. 


All the above risks may be covered by one policy, the 
*‘ All-in War Emergency” guarantee, which also sccures the 
exporter against loss due to deviation or frustration of shipments. 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices sume months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. transaction 
are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Government 
war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within a period 
of six months. 


Crepirs TO Purcnasers OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETO. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries may be asked 
to give medium-term credits of from one to three years to 
purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether Governments, 
municipalities or private traders. Cuarantees in respect 
of such contracts, covering solvency in the case of private 
buyers and the risk of default in the case of Governments, 
municipalities and other public bodies, as well as, in some 
instances, pre-shipment and transfer risks, have been a well-used 
facility in the past. ‘Lhe war has placed obvious restrictions 
on this type of business; but while it may not be possible to 
extend facilities in many cases, the Department will gladly 
consider and if possible advise on negotiations in this field.

Railways are laid out physically to deal with recognised 
flows of traffic, and such lines on the law of averages are 
capable of dealing with considerable proportionate 
increases throughout. But the increase now registered 
follows no pre-existing lines in quantity or direction, 
and coming upon the railway as it does from unusual 
quarters to unaccustomed destinations, without any 
relation to layout or existing facilities at either end, 
the increase represents a far greater strain on our 
resources than it would in ordinary times.
